REGULATING SALE 


OF FIREWORKS

STATR MOUSE. Boston. May 19.— 


New legislation for the regulation of 
(ho snlo of firecrackers, fireworks antl 
torpedoes, as well as all other similar 
contrivances considered necessary for 
the proper observance of the Fourth o( 
July. Es being1 sought liy the slate de- 
partment of public safety, ami Is em- 
bodied in a biH now pending before 
ihe house. 


In order that to avoid the ninety- 


day w;iii required by the referendum 
amendment of the constitution, antl 
lo permit the act to become effective 
as soon ns it Is passed, it contains an 
"emergency preamble," In which It Is 
declared .thai the purpose of the act 
is to "provide for the proper 
regu- 


lailons of fireworks, firecrackers and 
torpedoes 
immediately preceding the 


seventeenth day nf 
June 
ami 
the 


fourth dny of July next." 


The second section of the bill adds 


fireworks and firecrackers to the list 
of dangerous elements concerning the 
.keeping1, storage, 
use, 
manufacture. 


sale, handling, transportation or otliur 
disposition of which the 
department 


may make rules and regulations. 
If 


the legislation is passed, it is known 
[hut the department will Immediately 
make new regulations, which are now 
In process of being drafted. 


Another section permits the state 


fire marshal to appoint In each city or 
town some officials to have charge of 
the Issuance of permits for the use of 
buildings for keeping or storing com- 
modities which are explosive In their 
nature, nnd for selling or 
otherwise 


dealing In or handling 
the 
articles. 


A fee of fifty cents may be charged 
for each permit, which permit may be 
revoked by either (lie fire marshal or 
the person. Issuing it. 


Still another section applies to fire 


balloons. At present the law provides 
merely that a fire balloon shall not 
be "released." It is proposed in tho 
new bill to prohibit also the flying of 
a fire balloon as a captive.

fine or imprisonment for any person 
who selis It under any name which 
tends to conceal Its Inflammable char- 
acter.

Subjects in Capital Today 


WASHINGTON*. 
May 10 —(By tho 


Associated Press)—Tho choice- of 
successor to Edward Douglas White 
as chief justice o£ the United States 
was one o£ the most widely discussed 
subjects today in official circles of tho 
capital. 
Although 
the 
speculation 


centorcd chiefly about the name of 
former 
President 
William 
Howard 


Taft, there were many • indications 
that President Harding was far from 
a decision and might And-tho selection 
a difficult one. 


One of. the first suggestions to como 


to the surface in private discussions of 
the subject among members of 
the 


senate,- which must confirm tho nomi- 
nation, was that Mr. Taft had 
dis- 


qualified himself hy insisting when he 
was chief 
executive, 
that no man 


over 60 years old ever should bo ap- 
pointed to the highest court. 
All Indications pointed to consider- 


able delay in making1 the appointment. 
The general impression was that noth- 
ing would be done prior to the re- 
convening of the court after its sum- 
mer recess, which begins June 6. 


H lichen Alio Favored 


Sir. Taft is known to have been-long 


under consideration h>* President Hard- 
ing as a possible chief justice. The 
former president several 
times haa 


publicly declared that one of his great 
regrets wns that fortune had cast his 
service in the executive and not tho 
judicial branch of the government, and 
many of his friends already have start- 
ed to bring influence to bear to have 
him appointed to the vacant chief jus- 
ticeship. 


Mr. Taft wilt be 64 in September. 
Another whose name has been llnkec 


repeatedly with the highest judici 
post, is Secretary of State Hughes, a 
nember of the court until he retired in 
316, to accept the republican noml 
atlon for tho presidency.

In the new 
charter, one, compelling all good citi- 
zens lo run for public office, and the- 
other directing the electorate lo voto 
for only the very best and most capa- 
ble, candidates. 
IJeciiuse it is beyond 


human ingenuity to legislate such 
desirable condition of public affairs, is 
no good "reason why we should adop 
a standstill policy, and make no effort 
to Improve upon present conditions. 
Simply deploring the fact that the best 
kind of citizens do not serve In public 
office and letting il fio at that will not 
gel us very far. Making public service 
n litlle more 
attractive- und giving 


wider opportunity- (or good 
citizens 


to be elected may help along such 
lines. 
It Is worlh the trial anyway. 


We do not claim that the nev.' charter 
is a panacea for all public Ills. 
We 


do say, however, that It will go a very 
long way In correcting abases of gov- 
ernment and Incompetent management 
or departments that now exist. 
At 


least that Is a slep in the right direc- 
tion. Reject the new charter, and you 


:a the slamp of approval upon pres- 


ent conduct of public affairs, 
if you 


are not getting good men under the 
present charter, try to get them under 
the new charter. 
At least give our 


citizens a belter opportunity to enter 
public life. 
They are pretty well de- 


nied that privilege now. The charge 
that you multiply public evils by f i f - 
teen instead of five is not true, for tho 
reason ihat ihe same 'power and au- 
thority is not vested in the fifteen. The 
five members of the council now exer- 
cise all functions of government, 
A 


council of fifteen will cierclsc lotslsla- 
tlvc power only. It is quite a differ- 
ence. 
Eecllons IT-IS provide for the calling 


of special meetings, and ihat neither 
the mayor nor members of ibe city 
council shall during; 
the 
term 
for 


which they are elected hold any other 
office or position the salary or compen- 
salion for which Is payable from tho 
city treasury. 
Admlnl«<r«llve OfTlceni 
! 
Sections 20-21-22 provide that 
in- 


Etcad of a commissioner being at the 
head of several departments, 'hey shall 
function under an administrative heart 
appointed by the mayor and confirmed 
by the cily council, except in instances 
which are herewith enumerated. These 
sections provide for tho retention of 
all departments as 
now 
constituted, 


except the offices of superintendent _ot 
streets, superintendent of water work? 
and city engineer, which become sub- 
ordinate officials to the board of pub- 
lic service. There are two new hoards 
created, the budget and auditing com- 
mission and board of public service. 
The city clerk, cily treasurer and city 
auditor shall he elected by the clly 
council. The cily clerk for a lerm of 
three years and the other two for 
terms of two years. The city solicitor, 
election commission and cemetery com- 
mission shall be appointed 
by 
the 


mayor without conllrmiHion by the- city 
council. 
All other heads of depart- 


ments, boards and commissions shall 
bo nominated by the mayor and con- 
firmed by the city council. Tho super- 
intendent ot police and chief of the lire 
department, for terms of three years, 
nnd all other single department heads 
for terms of two years. 
Hoards and 


commissions shall bo elected tor the 
same definite tenure as now prevails.

REGULATING SALE 


OF FIREWORKS 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston. May 13.— 


New legislation for tho regulation of 
tho salo of firecrackers, fireworks and 
torpedoes, as well as all other similar 
contrivances considered necessary for 
the proper observance of the Fourth of 
July, is being" sought by the state de- 
partment of public safety, and Is em- 
bodied in a bill now pending before 
the house. 


In order that to a vole] the ninety- 


day wait required by the referendum 
amendment of the constitution, nnd 
to permit the act to become effective 
as soon as It is passed, it contains an 
"emergency preamble." in which It is 
declared that the pnrpo.se of the act 
is lo "provide for the proper regu- 
lations of fireworks, firecrackers and 
torpedoes 
Immediately preceding the 


seventeenth day of June 
and 


fourth dny of July next." 


The second section of the bill adds 


fireworks and firecrackers to the list 
of dangerous elements concerning the 


sale, handling, transportation* or othtr I 
disposition of which the 
dcpnrtment 


may make rules and regulations. If 
the legislation Is passed. It is known 
that the department will Immediately 
make new regulations, which are now 
In process of being drafted. 


Another section permits the state 


fire marshal to appoint In each city or 
town some officials to have charge of 
the Issuance of permits for the use of 
buildings for keeping or storing com- 
modities which are explosive In (heir 
nature, and. for selling or 
otherwise 


dealing In or handling 
the 
articles. 


A fee of fifty cents may be charged 
for each permit, which permit may be 
revoked by either the fire marshal or 
the person Issuing It. 


Still another section applies to fire 


hallrons. At present the law provides 
merely that a fire balloon shall not 
be "released." It is proposed in the 
new bill to prohibit also the flying of 
a fire balloon as a captive.
